On Monday, March 12, 2007, Sergeants Tim Carr and Mike Berg, along with Lieutenant 
Rick Jennings of Internal Affairs Bureau responded t Purdue Avenue, Los 
Angeles, regarding Deputies es: Patrick Murphy's on-duty Deputy 
Involved hit shooting. 


On Monday, March 12, 2007, at approximately 1000 hours, Deputy| 
and Sergeant Robert Knudson from West Hollywood Narcotics Crew responded to 
Purdue Avenue, Los Angeles, to conduct a surveillance of Suspect Jonathan 
Maihart's apartment and vehicle. Deputy Patrick Murphy responded to the Superior 
Court to have Judge Richard Stone sign a Search Warrant for Suspect Maihart's 
apartment and vehicle. As time passed, Sergeant Knudson enlisted the assistance of 
Deputy Joy Burch, Narcotics Bureau K-9 handler, and Deputy Tom Purdy, Lost Hills 
Narcotic Crew. 


Sergeant Knudson believed the safest way to serve the search warrant was to allow 
Suspect Maihart to exit his apartment and stop him prior to him entering into his vehicle. 
Suspect Maihart's vehicle was parked in the rear alley of the apartment complex. 
Sergeant Knudson directed a fixed post surveillance of Suspect Maihart's apartment 
and vehicle. Sergeant Knudson and his team members had performed this type of 
surveillance/takedown operation numerous times in the past. Deputy 

positioned his Narcotics undercover minivan two stalls south of Suspect Maihart's 1999 
Lexus Aristo four door vehicle. 


Deputy Murphy positioned his undercover vehicle southwest of Deputy 

minivan. Deputy Burch was positioned approximately three hundred feet southeast of 
Deputy ERR ion Deputy Purdy was to be positioned in front of the 
apartment complex on Purdue Avenue, however he got lost a few miles from the 
location and arrived after the shooting had occurred. Sergeant Knudson was 
positioned fifty feet northwest of Deputy EE minivan. 


Suspect Maihart exited his apartment and walked through the west walkway of the 
apartment complex and entered the alley. Suspect Maihart walked north through the 
alley, toward his vehicle which was parked in a parking stall, directly behind his 
apartment complex. Suspect Maihart entered his vehicle and was contacted by 
Deputies M c Murphy, who were wearing green entry vests with the word 
“Sheriff” printed on the front and back. Deputies led Murphy pointed their 
weapons at Suspect Maihart and ordered him to show his hands. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -1- SH 2190984 


Suspect Maihart looked at the Deputies with a “deer in the headlight” type of look and 
started the vehicle’s engine. Suspect Maihart put the vehicle in reverse and 
accelerated backwards. As Suspect Maihart began reversing his vehicle, Sergeant 
Knudson arrived and stopped behind Suspect Maihart's vehicle. The rear end of 
Suspect Maihart's vehicle crashed into Sergeant's Knudson’s driver's side front quarter 
panel. 


Suspect Maihart quickly put his vehicle in drive and drove straight toward Deputies 
И 2: Мигрһу. Deputies 0 and Murphy, fearing for their lives, fired two 
rounds each at Suspect Maihart, striking him all four times. Deputies EE and 
Murphy jumped out of the way from the Suspect's vehicle. As Deputy 8.25 
jumping out of the way of Suspect Maihart’s vehicle, he was struck by the front bumper. 
Suspect Maihart's vehicle ultimately crashed into Беру ай i Deputies 
ae Murphy, along with Sergeant Knudson arrested Suspect Maihart without 
further incident. 


Suspect Maihart sustained multiple gunshot wounds to his left upper chest, right 
shoulder, neck, and left middle finger. He was transported to UCLA Medical Center. 


Deputy Ms о тес minor injuries to his right leg, caused by the bumper of the 
Suspect's vehicle. He was treated at Olympia Medical Center hospital and released. 


IAB Lieutenant Rick Jennings checked to see that the Narcotics Zone Lieutenant 
James Witten took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel 
did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to 
being interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness 
personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, 
IAB Lieutenant Rick Jennings checked to see if Lieutenant James Witten attempted to 
have involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they 
had provided a statement to the assigned investigators. Refer to Exhibit B for the 
Crime and Supplemental reports.

Suspect Maihart 
turned his head toward his right, over his shoulder and accelerated his vehicle at a high 
rate of speed in reverse, crashing into the driver's side front end of Sergeant Knudson's 
vehicle, causing minor damage. After the collision, Deputy began to move 
south toward ni MENÉ Deputy EEE wanted to get near the because he 
knew те оша provide cover, апа he also knew Deputy Burch was alone at the 
south end of the alley. As Deputy {EEE moved south he thought Deputy Murphy 
was near him, but wasn’t sure. 


As Deputy — T3 moving south, he saw Suspect Maihart make an adjustment 
to his steering wheel, put his gear shift into drive, and accelerate toward him. As 
Suspect Maihart's drove toward him, Deputy realized Suspect Maihart made 
no attempt to drive south through the alley and escape. Deputy at Suspect 
Maihart's lips moving as if he was talking, but he was unable to determine what he was 
saying. De vcs scared and believed he was going to be run over by 
Suspect Maihart's vehicle. 


Deputy NM ea Suspect Maihart's vehicle speed to be approximately 
twenty to forty miles per hour. As Deputy, carc m approximately 
one to two feet east of the driver's side rear bumper, in fear for his life he fired two 
rounds at Suspect Maihart. After Deputy M his rounds, he was struck on 
the right knee by the front driver's side bumper of Suspect Maihart's vehicle. After 
being struck by the vehicle, Deputy MR сес chest first on top of the front hood. 
Deputy MM quickly placed his left hand on the hood and pushed himself off, 
landing on the ground, on the driver's side of Suspect Maihart's vehicle. Deputy 
ENDE. not know if he shot two rapid shots or fired one round, delayed, and fired 
a second round. 


Deputy| was looking in a westward direction when he shot Suspect Maihart. 
Deputy backdrop was the alley and behind the alley was a carport structure. 
Deputy| did not see Sergeant Knudson or his vehicle because it was out of 
view during the shooting. Deputy Estimated he was approximately two feet 


away from Suspect Maihart when he fired his two rounds.

Investigators, he told Homicide Investigators that Suspect Maihart's vehicle 
struck him and then Deputy MR Mi. "| remember him (Maihart) making a 
second attempt." In my interview with Deputy | he stated that Suspect 
Maihart only made one attempt to run him over. 


Deputy 0. - с after Suspect Maihart had crashed into Sergeant Knudson's 
vehicle, he (Maihart) was going to flee the location. Deputy had no idea 
Suspect Maihart would attempt to run him over with his vehicle. After the shooting, 
Deputy EE walked toward Suspect Maihart's driver's door and met Deputy 
Murphy and Sergeant Knudson. 


They opened the driver's door and checked to see if Suspect Maihart had any 
weapons. Deput saw Suspect Maihart bleeding from his upper torso and 
ordered Suspect Maihart to show his hands and Suspect 


finger. Deputy! 
Maihart said several times, "Are you going to kill me?" Deputy NN someone 
called for an ambulance and Suspect Maihart was detained in the car, awaiting the Fire 
Department to arrive.

the Deputy Involved shooting. Deputy gave Deputy Purdy directions from 
Lost Hills Sheriff's Station to Suspect Maihart's apartment. Deputy believed 
there was a problem with the directions he gave Deputy Purdy. As Deputy| 

was surveilling the scene, waiting for Suspect Maihart to appear, he heard from Deputy 
Purdy over Sheriff's radio or a cell phone that he (Purdy) would be in position shortly. 
As time passed and Suspect Maihart appeared, бершу MN assumed Deputy 
Purdy was in position. 


On the day of the shooting, Беру. a conversation with Deputy Purdy 
about how (Purdy) got lost trying to respond to the location. Deputy cic not 
have a conversation with Deputy Purdy about not being at the scene during the 
shooting. Refer to Exhibit A, inside the Homicide Book, pages 25-43 for photographs 
of the scene, Exhibit E for a diagram and additional photographs of the scene and 
Exhibit G for Deputy ай gram of the scene. 
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Deputy Patrick Murphy 


On Monday, March 12, 2007, Deputy Patrick Murphy was assigned to West Hollywood 
Narcotics Crew. Deputy Murphy was the lead investigator on the narcotics search 
warrant for Suspect Maihart. On Monday, March 12, 2007, Deputy Murphy wrote a 
search warrant and had it signed by Judge Richard Stone from Beverly Hills court. 
After having the search warrant signed, Deputy Murphy drove to Suspect Maihart's 
apartment complex to assist with the surveillance. 


EX — was seated in the driver's seat of a [zc 


which was parked underneath the apartment complex of | 
Butler Avenue. Deputy Murphy's vehicle was backed into the parking stall and he had a 
visual of the rear portion of Suspect Maihart's apartment complex and the south exit 
walkway. As Deputy Murphy was seated in his vehicle, he saw Suspect Maihart 
walking through the south exit walkway and north through the alley. 


Deputy Murphy attempted to broadcast over the Sheriff's radio that he had a visual on 
Suspect Maihart, however, his radio was not working properly. Deputy Murphy was 
unsure if his radio had a problem transmitting or receiving information. As Deputy 
Murphy was fumbling with the radio, Deputy A 2c vised via the radio that he had 
a visual on Suspect Maihart. 


As Suspect Maihart walked past Deputy Murphy's vehicle, Deputy Murphy exited his 
vehicle and walked behind Suspect Maihart at a distance. Deputies Murphy and 

confronted Suspect Maihart as he was seated inside his vehicle, closing his 
driver's door. Deputy Murphy was standing near the driver's door and Deputy MN 
was on the driver's side of the vehicle, near the front quarter panel. 


The Deputies announced, "Sheriff s Department" and ordered Suspect Maihart to show 
his hands, approximately four to six times as they were pointing their weapons at him. 
Suspect Maihart looked at the Deputies and inserted his key in the ignition and started 
his engine. Suspect Maihart placed his vehicle in reverse, looked over his right 
shoulder, and accelerated backwards at approximately twenty miles per hour. Deputy 
Murphy heard Suspect Maihart's vehicle tires screeching and saw him crash into the 
front quarter panel of Sergeant's Knudson's vehicle. 


After the collision, Deputy Murphy thought Suspect Maihart was going to give up. 
Deputy Murphy walked south toward DM a cover and 
concealment and Deput followed behind.

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Suspect Maihart looked directly at Deputy Murphy and placed his vehicle into drive. 
Suspect Maihart's eyes were opened very wide. Deputy Murphy heard the tires 
screeching and saw Suspect Maihart's vehicle accelerate towards him at approximately 
twenty miles per hour. Deputy Murphy remembered that March twelth was his nineteen 
year wedding anniversary and began thinking he might die on this date. 


and the ran west towards the alley. As Deputy Murphy was running, he fired 
two rounds at Suspect Maihart to stop the threat. Deputy Murphy jumped out of the 
way as Suspect Maihart's vehicle crashed into Corus MER MR Deputy 
Murphy's backdrop was the north facing block wall and trash dumpster and his direction 
of fire was north. Deputy Murphy fired into the front windshield of Suspect Maihart's 
vehicle and was approximately three feet away from the vehicle. Deputy Murphy 
believed Sergeant Knudson was inside his vehicle during the shooting and because of 
his field of fire, Deputy Murphy believed he was never in a crossfire with Sergeant 
Knudson. Deputy Murphy said he never placed himself in front of Suspect Maihart's 
vehicle. | asked Deputy Murphy if he stopped in front of Suspect Maihart's vehicle, 
below is his reply. 


Deputy РЕ" fearing he was going to be crushed between Suspect Maihart's vehicle 


"Well, | don't know if it's stopped or not, but | was in a continuous motion to my 
left as the suspect vehicle, you know, traveled towards, in my direction. So | was 
never there, standing there in front of his vehicle." Refer to Deputy Murphy's 
interview on page 22. 


Deputy Murphy was asked if he was within a safe distance from Suspect Maihart's 
vehicle. Below is his reply. 


"| mean, | was the furthest away from, like | said, my momentum brought me 
down here to the car. To keep an eye on him. And |, my back was almost 
against theii] | had, you know, | had no further...1 could not walk any further 
into the alley before he drove forward into me." Refer to Deputy Murphy's 
interview on page 24. 


Afterthe collision, Deputy Murphy was on the west side of the Suspect vehicle and Deputy 

|was on the east side. Deputy Murphy walked behind Suspect Maihart's vehicle 
and saw Sergeant Knudson pointing his weapon at Suspect Maihart, ordering him to show 
his hands. Refer to Exhibit A, inside the Homicide Book, pages 25-43 for photographs 
ofthe scene, Exhibit E for a diagram and additional photographs of the scene and Exhibit 
H for Deputy Murphy's diagram of the scene. 
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DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Sergeant Robert Knudson and Deputy Joy Burch were interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Sergeant Alex Macarthur and Detective Paul Fournier on Monday, March 
12, 2007. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, pages 3-8, for a summary of 
those interviews. The following summaries are from Sheriff's Homicide Investigators 
interview and from an Internal Affairs Bureau interview conducted by Sergeants Tim 
Carr and Diana Holloway. 


Sergeant Robert Knudson 


On Monday, March 12, 2007, Sergeant Robert Knudson was assigned as the West 
Hollywood Narcotics Crew supervisor. Sergeant Knudson had briefed his team 
(Deputies EEE and Murphy) on the surveillance and serving the search warrant. 
Sergeant Knudson and БОР MR in separate vehicles at the location to 
begin their surveillance of Suspect Maihart's apartment and vehicle. Sergeant Knudson 
and Deputy — contacted Deputies Joy Burch and Tom Purdy to assist them with 
the surveillance and search warrant. Deputies Burch and Purdy were briefed on the 
operation over the phone. 


Sergeant Knudson had concerns about serving the search warrant while Suspect 
Maihart was inside the location. Sergeant Knudson believed the safest way to serve 
the search warrant was to have Suspect Maihart exit his apartment and detain him as 
he neared his vehicle. Sergeant Knudson believed his team had information that 
Suspect Maihart was living with his. but they didn’t know if he had guns, dogs, 
or other people inside the apartment. 


Sergeant Knudson had performed this type of surveillance takedown ERE 
E t 


Sergeant Knudson said once the Suspect saw the police presence, they just gave up 
and Sergeant Knudson was hoping for the same type of response. Deputies Murphy 
and Burch arrived at the scene and were placed in position. Sergeant Knudson took 
charge of placing each Deputy and himself in their specific location to conduct the 
surveillance. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Knudson told me and Sheriff's Homicide Investigators that 
Deputy Tom Purdy was in front of the location on Purdue Avenue during the 
Deputy Involved Shooting. However, during my interview with Deputy Purdy, 1 
was informed that he arrived after the shooting had occurred. | reinterviewed 
Sergeant Knudson and advised him that Deputy Purdy arrived after the shooting. 
Sergeant Knudson was not aware that Deputy Purdy was not at the location 
during the shooting. Prior to the shooting, Sergeant Knudson believed he spoke 
to Deputy Purdy via the Sheriff's radio and or cell phone and Deputy Purdy 
announced that he had arrived at the location. 
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IAB Note: According to Sergeant Knudson three Deputies and himself were 
sufficient to conduct a surveillance. Also per Sergeant Knudson, Narcotics 
Bureau policy states you need to have a minimum of five Deputies to a make a 
search warrant entry. 


As Sergeant Knudson was seated inside his vehicle. which was positioned 
approximately fifty feet northwest of Deputy; he heard over Sheriff's 
radio that Doro MR > seen Suspect Maihart walk behind his vehicle. 
Sergeant Knudson saw Deputy Murphy jogging north, following Suspect Maihart, in the 
middle of the alley, between Murphy's vehicle and Suspect Maihart's vehicle. Sergeant 
Knudson saw Suspect Mahart walking toward his (Mahart's) vehicle. Sergeant 
Knudson saw Deputy Murphy near Suspect Maihart's driver side door. Sergeant 
Knudson heard Deputies enc Murphy several times ordering Suspect Maihart 
to show his hands. Sergeant Knudson then began driving his vehicle toward Suspect 
Maihart's vehicle. 


Sergeant Knudson thought Suspect Maihart was being detained at his driver's door. 

As Sergeant Knudson was traveling south through the alley, he heard Suspect 
Maihart's vehicle backing up at a high rate of speed, approximately ten to fifteen miles 
per hour. Sergeant Knudson attempted to put his foot on the brake to stop his vehicle's 
movement, prior to stopping behind Suspect Maihart's vehicle. Before he could stop 
his vehicle, Suspect Maihart crashed into the driver's side front quarter panel of 
Sergeant's Knudson's vehicle. Sergeant Knudson was surprised by the collision, but 
thought Suspect Maihart was going to give up. Sergeant Knudson opened his driver's 
door, retrieved his weapon and watched Suspect Maihart. 


Suspect Maihart immediately put his vehicle in drive. Sergeant Knudson believed 
Suspect Maihart was going to turn the steering wheel of his vehicle, slightly to the right 
and drive south down the alley and escape. Sergeant Knudson, still seated in his 
vehicle, saw Dej "oo oc Murphy moving south toward the minivan. 
Deputies Ian Murphy were standing together, side by side, maybe a foot 
apart with their backs toward the Suspect Maihart just kept focused on what 
was in front of him, Deputies land Murphy. Suspect Maihart immediately 
accelerated towards the Deputies. Sergeant Knudson heard the vehicle’s tires 
screeching. Deputies M nc Murphy had a look on their face like, “Oh, we're 
going to get hit!" 


Sergeant Knudson saw Deputy Murphy quickly moving southwest toward the alley and 
Deputy| moving northeast toward the apartment complex. As Deputies 
Murphy and were moving away, they fired several rounds at the front 
windshield and at Suspect Maihart. As the shooting began, Sergeant Knudson 
concealed his upper chest and shoulders behind the dashboard of his vehicle. 
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As Suspect Maihart's vehicle passed them, they both shot several more rounds through 
the driver's and passenger's side windows. Sergeant Knudson estimated the shooting 
lasted about one second to one second and one half. Sergeant Knudson estimated the 
Deputies fired five to six rounds in rapid session at the Suspect. Sergeant Knudson saw 
Deputy Murphy shooting in a north to northeast direction and Deputy И shooting 
in a northwest to west direction. Refer to Exhibit F, for Sergeant Knudson's front and 
back portion of the scene diagram. 


Sergeant Knudson saw Suspect Maihart's vehicle crash into the — RS then saw 
Suspect Maihart's vehicle roll back a few feet. Suspect Maihart's vehicle had forced the 

two-three feet south from where it was parked. Sergeant Knudson did not see 
Suspect Maihart's vehicle strike Deputy M After the shooting, Sergeant 
Knudson exited his vehicle and ran behind the dumpster for cover. Sergeant Knudson 
approached Suspect Maihart's driver side door and ordered him at gunpoint to show his 
hands. As Sergeant Knudson was ordering Suspect Maihart to show his hands, he 
saw Deputies lana Murphy walking toward the driver's side door. Sergeant 
Knudson conducted a quick visual on them to ensure they were okay. As Sergeant 
Knudson neared Suspect Maihart, he (Maihart) stated, "Don't kill me, don't shoot me!" 
Sergeant Knudson ensured that the Fire Department, Los Angeles Police Department, 
and Sheriff s Department were notified. 


Deputy Joy Burch 


On Monday, March 12, 2007, Deputy Joy Burch was working as a K-9 handler assigned 
to Narcotics Bureau. Deputy MM contacted Deputy Burch via cell phone and 
briefed her on the surveillance operation of Suspect Maihart's apartment and vehicle. 
Deputy [EEE directed Deputy Burch to park her vehicle in the southeast portion of 
the alley. Deputy Burch’s assignment was to block the south exit of the alley if Suspect 
Maihart attempted to flee in that direction. 


Deputy Burch's view to the north was obstructed by a large block wall. Deputy Burch 
was not able to see Suspect Maihart’s apartment or his vehicle. Once Deputy Burch 
heard over Sheriff's radio that Suspect Maihart was near his vehicle, Deputy Burch was 
directed to back her vehicle into the alley and block the south exit. 


Deputy Burch heard over Sheriff's radio that Suspect Maihart was walking toward his 
vehicle. Deputy Burch slowly backed her vehicle into the alley. Deputy Burch heard the 
Deputies say, "Sheriff s Department get out of the vehicle." As Deputy Burch was 
seated in the front driver's seat, she looked north and saw Suspect Maihart's vehicle 
back up at a high rate of speed (approximately thirty to thirty-five miles per hour). 

Refer Deputy Burch's diagram inside Exhibit 1. 
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Deputy Burch saw and heard Suspect Maihart crash into the front quarter panel of 
Sergeant Knudson’s vehicle. During this collision, Deputy Burch did not know that 
vehicle belonged to Sergeant Knudson. After the collision, Deputy Burch saw Suspect 
Maihart begin to drive forward. As Deputy Burch was still parked in the alley, she 
wondered if she should move her vehicle out of harm’s way because her K-9 dog was 
inside the kennel at the back portion of her van. 


Deputy Burch put her vehicle in park and removed her keys from the ignition. As she 
was preparing to exit the van, she heard three to four shots. Deputy Burch said she 
was focused on the keys when she heard the gunshots. Deputy Burch left the van 
arked in the alley. Deputy Burch saw Suspect Maihart crash into Deputy 
Deputy Burch was unsure if she saw the crash as she exited the van or as she 
was running toward th 


Deputy Burch arrived at the scene and saw Sergeant Knudson and Deputies 

and Murphy pointing their weapons at Suspect Maihart who was seated in the driver's 
seat of the vehicle. Sergeant Knudson ordered Deputy Burch to call the Fire 
Department for Suspect Maihart. Suspect Maihart was bleeding from his arm or 
shoulder. 


Deputy Burch was directed by Sergeant Knudson to secure Suspect Maihart's 


apartment. Deputy Вигс d Suspect ie: = with 
the assistance of Deput Deputies| апа Burch secured the 
apartment. Deput removed Ѕиѕрес o the residence and Deputy 
Burch stayed at the front door. 


Deputy Tom Purdy 


The following summary is from an Internal Affairs Bureau interview conducted by 
Sergeant Tim Carr. 


On Monday, March 12, 2007,Deputy Tom Purdy was an investigator assigned to Lost 
Hills Narcotics Crew. Deputy Tom Purdy was requested by either Deputy MN 

ог Deputy Pat Murphy to assist West Hollywood Narcotics Crew with a 
surveillance of Suspect Maihart and a search warrant of his apartment. Deputy Purdy 
and Lost Hills Narcotics Crew frequently assists West Hollywood Narcotics Crew with 
surveillances and search warrants. 


Deputy Purdy was briefed about the operation by cell phone. Deputy Purdy was given 
directions to the location by Deputy MEM As Deputy Purdy was driving to the 
location, he realized he was given the wrong set of directions and called Deputy 

|. As Deputy Purdy was driving to the scene, he was advised by Deputy 
EE that a shooting had occurred. Deputy Purdy arrived at the scene and saw the 
Fire Department administering first-aid to Suspect Maihart. 
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Deputy Purdy was assigned to ride in the ambulance with Suspect Maihart to UCLA 
Medical Center. Suspect Maihart did not speak to Deputy Purdy during the ambulance 
ride as he was being treated by the paramedics. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Sheriff's Homicide Investigators Sergeant Alex Macarthur and Detective Paul Fournier 
interviewed Ѕиорос Й Monday, March 12, 2007.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
Jonathan Maihart 


Sheriffs Homicide Investigators and West Hollywood Narcotics Crew did not interview 
Suspect Maihart. Sheriffs Homicide Investigators attempted to interview Suspect 
Maihart at the hospital on the day of the incident, but he was unconscious. | received 
this case approximately one year after the incident. Suspect Maihart had retained an 
attorney and is currently scheduled for trial. | did not attempt to contact Suspect 
Maihart during his upcoming trail. Refer to Exhibit C for Case Closure report and 
District Attorney charge sheet.
